pure alumina—i. e., oxide of aluminum 


in a crystalline form, containing but 


t per cent of oside of iron and one-i 
3a1t of 1 per cent of any other sub- 
stance. 
The specific gravity of this 


precious stone is higher than that of, 
many other gems, ranging from 3.9 to 
4J2. Aluminum, the metal, has, when 
cast, a density of 2.56; when forged, of 
2.67, or only one-third of that of forged 
eteel or a fourth of that of silver.
